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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

This  year's  circulation  figure  shows  an  increase  over  last  year 
with  a  total  of  10,295  books  withdrawn,  2614  of  these  being  in 
the  children's  department.  205  new  adult  books  have  been 
added  to  our  collection  and  64  selections  for  younger  readers. 
Our  plan  to  serve  the  school  more  adequately  has  been  carried 
out,  and  every  few  weeks,  teachers  from  both  the  Elementary 
and  High  School  have  taken  out  collections  to  be  used  for 
supplementary  reading  in  their  class  rooms. 

During  Book  Week,  a  story  telling  hour  airanged  by  Mrs. 
Davis,  was  conducted  by  Miss  Jean  Hanlon,  a  librarian  from 
the  State  Library  Extension  Service.  About  50  children  from 
the  first  four  grades  attended. 

The  Garden  Club  members  have  continued  their  attractive 
arrangements  of  greens  and  flowers  in  the  rotunda  throughout 
the  year,  and  in  addition  have  given  the  library  a  subscription 
to  Better  Homes  and  Gardens. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  art  exhibits  was  on  display  in  the 
Library  during  Art  Week.  With  the  able  assistance  of  Miss 
Ruby  Allen,  water  colors,  oils,  sketches  and  photographs  by 
our  own  tovtmspeople  were  collected  and  arranged. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Trustees  accept  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  David  Bassett  who  has  served  us  so  faithfully  for  many 
years. 

By  curtailing  book  purchases,  much  needed  repairs  were 
made  on  chimneys  and  roof  over  entrance.  Even  so,  we  ended 
the  fivscal  year  with  a  deficit  of  approximately  $35.00.  The  cash 
balance  December  31,  1950,  noted  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  is 
the  interest  from  trust  funds  just  received,  to  carry  us  through 
the  fiscal  year  1950-51.

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ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  major  purpose  of  the  elementary  school  is  to  promote 
the  wholesome,  well-rounded  gi'owth  and  development  of  our 
children.  We  are  trying  in  every  possible  way  to  give  the 
children  of  Antrim  the  proper  basic  training  that  they  need  in 
such  a  modern  world  as  ours.  The  students  are  not  only  taught 
the  3  R's — reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  but  are  also  taught 
new  subjects  of  value  to  them  in  their  future  life.  Our  teachers 
strive  to  give  them  work  in  dramatics,  current  events,  science, 
art,  hygiene,  etc.  They  must  also  be  trained  for  the  social  life 
that  they  will  lead.  Our  elementary  school  must  therefore  be 
not  merely  a  place  for  academic  learning,  but  must  endeavor  to 
train  the  child  in  all  aspects  of  his  development. 

More  than  ever  before  our  teachers  are  striving  to  work  with 
every  child  as  an  individual.  Each  one  of  the  youngsters  has 
definite  talents  which  must  be  brought  out.  We  have  tested 
each  child  and  are  able  to  compare  his  work  with  that  of 
children  on  the  same  level  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  During 
the  past  year  they  have  been  given  the  Metropolitan  Achieve- 
ment Test  and  Otis  Basic  Skills  Test.  The  results  were  very 
satisfactory. 

Our  youngsters  are  living  in  a  democracy  and  must  learn  to 
live  likewise.  The  Antrim  pupils  of  the  first  six  grades  are  al- 
lowed to  plan,  judge,  make  mistakes,  and  come  to  conclusions 
which  allows  our  democracy  to  be  lived  and  not  merely  learned. 
Each  grade  has  its  own  club  groups  in  which  the  children  learn 
parliamentary  procedures  and  democratic  methods  in  their 
early  years. 

At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report  we  are  still  housed  in 
the  old  school  building,  but  are  hoping  to  move  into  our  new 
modern  buil  iing  soon.  Our  children  will  then  have  the  benefits 
of  brighter  classrooms,  better  lighting,  good  playground 
facilities  and  new  equipment. 

We  have  already  had  the  use  of  our  new  furniture  and  find  it 
to  be  a  great  improvement.  Our  classes  are  now  able  to  be  con- 
ducted in  different  ways  without  the  rigid  desks  and  chairs  in 
line  as  before.  Our  teachers  find  it  of  great  value  to  work  with 
small  groups  sometimes  and  with  the  whole  class  or  classes  at 
other  times.  Quite  often  the  different  grades  benefit  by  being 
together  for  instructional  films,  dramatic  presentations  and 
group  work.  This  can  be  more  easily  done  when  we  have  a  large 
room  of  our  own  in  the  new  school.

At  this  writing,  the  Antrim  High  School  Boys'  Basketball 
team  remains  the  only  undefeated  Class  C  member  of  the 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Interscholastic  League. 
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The  conventional  activities  of  the  school  including  Student 
Council,  Student  Patrol,  Dramatics,  Junior  and  Senior  High 
Sports  program,  and  group  social  functions  remain  in  effect. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  again,  the  civic  organizations 
of  Antrim  which  have  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  our  school 
and  students.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATOR 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Antrim  School  District: 

It  is  with  distinct  pride  in  the  accomplishment  of  our  schools 
that  I  transmit  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  concerning  the 
Antrim  Educational  Program. 

Our  School: 

Just  as  an  architect  and  engineer  design  the  brick  and  mortar 
shell  which  houses  a  school,  so  the  school  administrator  drawing 
upon  the  ideals  and  aspirations  of  teachers,  boys  and  girls, 
parents,  and  community  envisions  the  spiritual  outlines  of  the 
school  and  cultivates  its  growth. 

Our  school  has  come  to  be  more  than  a  building.  It  is  a  living, 
breathing,  growing  thing,  drawing  life  and  feeling  from  human 
beings — teachers  and  pupils — living,  working,  and  growing  to- 
gether, gaining  inspiration  from  obstacles  overcome,  and  learn- 
ing daily  the  truth  of  the  proposition  that  life  is  a  succession  of 
triumphs.  To  carry  on  such  a  dynamic  educational  program 
requires  teachers  who  are  overwhelmingly  dedicated  to  their 
tasks  and  to  the  pupils  they  serve.  Antrim  is  indeed  fortunate 
in  having  such  a  highly  competent  staff  of  teachers.

Times  Have  Changed — In  School  Too: 

Schools  are  often  described  as  mirrors  of  the  dreams,  desires 
and  hopes  of  the  communities  which  they  serve.  In  1951,  the 
whole  world  is  a  welter  of  confusion,  conflicts,  conflicting  criti- 
cisms and  unsolved  problems.  Being  a  mirror  of  this  era,  the 
field  of  education  thus  reflects  such  confusion. 

We  are  faced  with  the  danger  of  a  gigantic  war.  Russia  has 
embarked  on  a  program  of  imperialism.  Such  a  program  was  in 
Vogue  among  nations  years  ago.  Most  of  these  nations  "grew 
up"  in  their  thinking  and  are  now  allowing  all  nations  demo- 
cratic self-government.  Not  having  matured  in  this  field  of 
government,  Russia  may  be  said  to  be  reactionary,  in  our 
times.  She  is  using  many  weapons  to  Russianize  the  world — her 
most  feared  weapon  at  present  being  communism  which  is 
dependent  on  mind-training  conducive  to  total  subservience 
and  obedience  to  a  state. 

The  job  of  The  School — in  a  Democracy: 

Today,  in  free  lands  such  as  ours,  the  individual  child  and 
what  we  can  do  to  help  him  find  himself  is  at  the  very  heart  of 
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our  educational  program.  Trying  to  fit  a  child  into  a  precon- 
ceived pattern  is  as  outdated  as  Russia's  Imperialism.  Every- 
where people  are  seeking  freedom,  both  individually  and  through 
voluntary  cooperation  and  our  educational  program  reflects  as 
in  a  mirror,  this  great  search. 

As  Russia  is  a  reactionary  among  nations  causing  great  strife, 
hardship,  and  wastefulness  in  this  field  of  human  endeavor,  so 
there  are  equally  serious  and  wasteful  reactionaries  in  the  field 
of  education  who  try  to  take  us  backwards  every  so  often. 
True — they  do  it  all  with  a  moralistic  ring,  but  so  did  the  traitors 
to  all  causes,  even  to  the  betrayers  of  Jesus.  Education  is  mak- 
ing good  progress,  but  needs  strong  friends. 

Our  schools  in  Antrim  are  giving  their  boys  and  girls  true 
experiences  in  democratic  experiences  just  as  other  good  schools 
in  our  democracy  are  doing,  so  that  men  and  women  everywhere 
may  learn  to  live  as  secure  individuals  and  nations. 

A  Fundamental  Difference: 

Obsolete  programs  of  education  provided  the  teacher  with  a 
classroom  of  pupils  and  it  was  generally  expected  that  somehow 
or  other,  she  would  make  each  pupil  over  into  a  perfect  image  of 
herself  or  what  she  thought  he  ought  to  be.  Luckily  for  our 
democracy,  this  type  of  poor  training  for  democratic  living  has 
not  seriously  affected  any  great  change  in  enough  people  over  a 
long  enough  period  of  time,  to  seriously  damage  our  democratic 
concept  of  life. 

Today  in  Antrim  and  in  the  good  schools  in  free  lands  all  over 
the  world,  we  are  committed  to  helping  each  pupil  perfect  him- 
self rather  than  to  become  an  image. 

New  Classfooms: 

Our  classrooms  provide  a  child's  environment.  No  longer  are 
our  desks  screwed  down  in  rigid  rows  or  pupils  allov/ed  to  leave 
their  seats  only  with  permission.  Our  movable  chairs  and  in- 
dividual tables  for  desks,  are  grouped  for  various  occasions  in 
different  parts  of  the  homey  classroom. 

More  than  one  activity  may  be  carried  on  at  once  in  our 
classrooms.  Some  children  may  be  caring  for  the  aquarium 
while  others  may  be  preparing  a  mural.  Others  may  be  using 
our  new  supplementary  reading  books  abounding  with  ideas 
and  information. 

Our  pupils  act  naturally  and  speak  naturally.  They  serve  on 
committees  in  varying  capacities.  All  of  this  reflects  a  revolu- 
tion which  has  changed  the  teacher's  attitude  toward  the  pupil 
and  resulted  in  new  teaching  methods.  Much  of  our  work  is 
devoted  to  individual  and  group  study  and  findings  in  tune  with 
the  natural  interests  of  children  and  proven  to  be  much  more 
useful  than  the  obsolete  recitation. 
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Results — Excellent : 

In  an  educational  program  purposely  designed  to  develop 
free,  freedom  loving  individuals  with  a  full  sense  of  responsi- 
bility, privileges  and  duties  of  life  in  this  era  and  that  to  come,  it 
is  not  yet  possible  to  evaluate  all  the  outcomes.  We  can  how- 
ever use  highly  certified  testing  programs  to  determine  the 
academic  learnings  of  our  pupils.  We  have  done  this  through 
all  the  grades  with  good  results  in  terms  of  the  individual  pupil. 

Particularly  interesting  in  this  respect  is  the  recent  perform- 
ance of  our  grades  11  and  12  when  they  all  took  a  two  day  test- 
ing program  developed  by  Science  Research  Associates  at  the 
University  of  Iowa.  These  tests  are  used  all  over  the  United 
States  in  various  high  schools.  The  local  principal  administers 
the  tests  and  returns  them  to  Chicago  for  scoring. 

Below  are  the  results  of  the  average  of  the  scores  for  our 
grades  11  and  12.  The  percentile  rating  may  be  read  as  follows: 
Test  1,  Grade  11,  the  40  in  the  first  column  means  that  in  Test 
1,  our  Juniors  were  better  than  39%  of  all  the  juniors  taking  the 
test  all  over  the  country,  or  that  60  out  of  every  100  high  school 
junior  classes  were  better.  A  rating  of  50  percentiles  would  be 
exactly  average  for  this  scoring  system.  The  reader  will  note 
that  our  pupils  were  above  average  in  all,  but  three  of  the  tests. 
We  are  gratified  at  the  large  number  of  high  scores  and  parti- 
cularly in  the  field  of  science,  where  less  than  three  out  of  every 
hundred  schools  scored  higher.  We  may  anticipate  better  re- 
sults in  social  studies  soon  with  the  utilization  of  more  modern 
materials  and  techniques.

Completion  of  the  new  elmentary  school  for  the  first  six 
grades  gives  these  pupils  an  opportunity  to  live  in  a  suitable 
environment  conducive  to  better  school  learnings.  It  is  a  tri- 
bute to  the  sacrifice  which  the  men  and  women  of  Antrim  are 
willing  to  make  in  an  effort  to  provide  better  trained  citizens  for 
the  days  to  come.  Our  school  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  whole  state 
and  will  serve  as  a  source  of  community  pride  for  years  to  come.

The  High  School: 

With  the  removal  of  the  elementary  grades  from  this  build- 
ing, the  Upper  grades  will  have  just  room  enough  to  carry  on  a 
good  program.  The  Commercial,  Science,  Honie  Economics, 
and  Shop  progi'ams  are  now  operating  under  various  hardships 
which  can  be  easily  overcome  with  the  contemplated  expansion 
over  this  building.  Our  enrollment  is  now  at  its  highest  in 
many  years,  reflecting  on  a  better  retaining  power  of  the  school 
due  to  better  programs  and  teachers. 

The  Noon  Lunch: 

One  of  the  very  important  cogs  in  our  programs  is  the  Noon 
Lunch  program  operated  so  efficiently  in  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall 
each  day  by  Mrs.  Edna  Humphrey  and  Mrs.  Mary  Warren. 
Facilities  at  the  new  school  will  provide  for  integration  of  this 
program  into  the  school.  The  trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Lodge 
have  been  most  generous  to  the  school  in  allowing  use  of  their 
rooms  for  this  purpose  at  such  low  cost.  Each  child  pays  20^ 
for  his  lunch  and  then  the  state  and  federal  governments  pay  a 
total  of  9i  more  for  his  lunch.  Last  year  this  amounted  to  a 
$2700  business,  all  efficiently  handled  by  Mrs.  Humphrey. 

The  Physical  Education  Program: 

A  year  ago  we  inaugurated  an  informal  physical  education 
program  for  girls  and  boys  in  grades  7  through  12.  The  select- 
men have  been  very  cooperative  and  generous  in  allowing  us 
full  use  of  the  town  hall  for  this  and  other  school  activities.  The 
addition  of  showers  to  the  facilities  provides  opportunities  for 
our  boys  and  girls  on  a  par  with  those  of  other  acceptable  school 
gyms. 

Coach  John  Lawson's  outstanding  success  with  his  boys' 
basketball  team  will  long  be  remembered  both  for  the  prestige 
which  it  has  given  our  school  and  also  because  of  his  inspira- 
tional development  of  our  boys  in  conjunction  with  their 
participation  as  citizens  of  our  school. 

Complimentary  programs  are  being  carried  on  by  Mrs. 
Harriman  with  the  girls,  and  by  Mr.  Hugny  in  the  Junior  High 
age  group. 

The  Cost: 

In  1940  arithmetic  paper  cost  us  sixteen  cents  a  package  and 
now  has  risen  to  sixty  cents  for  poorer  quality  paper.  This  is 
only  one  example  of  the  whole  rise  in  cost  of  operating  a  school. 

The  average  salary  of  our  present  staff  of  teachers  is  at  least 
three  hundred  dollars  less  than  the  state  average  now.  Everyone 
concedes  that  our  teachers  are  much  above  average  in  perform- 
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ance.  The  boys  and  girls  of  Antrim  are  certainly  worth  as  much 
as  the  best  boys  and  girls  on  earth.  I  hope  that  our  citizens  will 
vote  sufficient  funds  to  retain  all  of  our  teachers  at  a  salary 
commensurate  with  their  unselfish  service  to  our  boys  and  girls 
in  this  unstable  world. 

Conclusion : 

In  conclusion  I  would  urge  every  citizen  to  personally  visit 
our  schools  in  order  to  more  fully  appreciate  their  services  to  the 
future  welfare  of  democracy  and  the  contributions  which  these 
pupils  may  make  as  citizens. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  cooperate  with  Mr.  Wood,  Mr. 
Butterfield,  and  Mr,  Brown  of  your  School  Board  in  all  the 
activities  which  together  provided  all  possible  advantages  for 
the  local  educational  program.  Likewise,  great  credit  goes  to 
Mr.  Young  and  Mr.  Lawson  for  their  leadership  in  the  promo- 
tion of  school  policies  and  to  the  devoted  teachers  who  serve 
with  them.  The  cordiality  between  pupils,  parents,  and  teach- 
ers is  gratefully  acknowledge  as  is  the  work  of  the  P.  T.  A. 
Working  together,  Antrim  citizens  can  maintain  Antrim's 
leadership  in  education.
